Salo of Vegetabics 


The Chairman, 
eareful survey had been curried out 
with the help of the District Officer, 
North, in the Un Long and Kam Tin 
areas. by two members of the Com- 
mittee, Mr Curtis and Mr Li. These 
investigators had - secured valuable 
dnta to support the proposals dis- 
cussed at the ftth meeting to start 
i campaign for higher payments to 
the farmers for thelr vegetables and 
for lower prices to be chirged to the 
actual consumer.

Guild of No, 81 Buikely Street, Hung- 
hom, put forward certain requests 
for increases in the dally wages paid 
to palnt-scrapers. The Labour Officer 
arranged a mecting between the re- 
presentatives of the Guild and repre. 
sentatives of the paint-scraper con- 
tractors on June 3. The ques- 
tlon of an Increase was discussed, 
and ao further mecting Sxed for 
June 10, ee 

‘At this meeting it.was pointed out 
by the principal contractors that in 
November, 1040, they had increased 
their contracts with the sub-contrac- 
tors by seven per cent, They now 
offered to increase «their contract 
rates by. 20° per’ cent. Jt should bo 
noted that this increase is on the.

Misconceptions At Kowloon 
pe (By “Birdio”) 
AMERICA, at the moment, is undoubtedly the home 


of golf, and from the stars 


that brighten tho otherwise 


black firmament of world golf. come periodic items of 


news that are a boon toa 


writer. In this land where 


players are-so numerous and so great it must be a simple 
tonic and lesson for the average golfer to wander around 


and watch the pros at play. 


Mr Average Golfer, however, 

is usually a ‘happy-go-lucky 
fellow—cver striving for better 
results (he wouldn't be a golfer 
otherwise). but not caring too

In-connection with the report that 
nbout 2,000 paint-scrapers In local 
dockyards ond other pinces went on 
strike last Thursday following o de= 
mand for on increase of 40 per cent.

Invisible Contact 
Lenses For Eyes 


An interesting lecture on and 
demonstration of invisible contact 
lenses, In ‘vogue in America ond 
Europe in recent years, but some~ 
thing entirely new to Hongkong and 
the Orient, was given by Dr Renald 
Ching, cye \specialist, before the 
Chinese Medical Association, Hong- 
kong Branch, at the Chinese Mere 
- chants’ Club yesterday. ‘ 

According to the speaker, to-day 
there are thousands of people wear- 
ing contact lenses. It is sald that 
the U.S, ‘Navy requires its oMcers 
who: have to have their sight aided, 
to.wear them, and German parachute

Passing around a specimen of the 
contact lens, Dr .Ching explained 
that they are mnde of transparent 
plastic, 60 per cent Hghter than glass, 
non-breakable, “The whole 
lens can be ensily inserted of re- 
moved by oneself,” he sald, “Its 
presence ig hardly: felt, it causes ‘to 
frritation, and it is invisible. Elghty 
five per cent of people wearing
